greatest agent of destruction, caus­ 
ing more than two-thirds 
of the 
deaths. 
In the middle w est ab out sixty of 
the fatalities were recorded. Flames 
trapped lodgers in a rooming house 
at W hiting, Ind., and sev en men 
died. 
Gun fights claimed fiv e liv es 
in the south, one v ictim was a wo­ 
man. 
Poison liquor 
claimed 
b etween 
fiv e and ten liv es in New York. 
In 
California three were b eliev ed to 
hav e drowned w’hen a launch cap­ 
sized. 
In Missouri two died when 
a 
b ridge collapsed. 
Two 
children 
w ere fatally b urned in Montgomery, 
Pa., when their father poured gaso­ 
line on the kitchen fire. A man 
froze to death in Indiana and an­ 
other in Pennsylv ania. 
Hundreds were Injured in acci­ 
dents.

PRISONS 50,000 


Anti - Prohib ition 
Body 
Blames Cone^estion of 
Courts to Dry Laws

WASHINGTON,

the 
dry 
law's 
the 
Association 
Against Prohib ition Amendment to­ 
day heaped the b lame for all fed­ 
eral court congestion and for the 
entire increase in the numb er ot 
federal prisoners since 1920. 
A statistical 
pamphlet 
released 
b y 
the 
association 
estimated 
the 
numb er 
of 
prohib ition 
prisoners 
now’ in federal, state and county 
penal institutions at 50,000. 
It con­ 
tended prison and penitentiary sta­ 
tistics did not giv e a measure of 
the 
crime 
prob lem 
for 
“only 
a 
small portion of those conv icted are 
giv en felony sentences.” 
It termed “an example of mis­ 
information” 
and 
assertion 
made 
last year b y President Hoov er that 
only a small proportion of felony 
cases could b e attrib uted 
to the 
eighteenth amendment for, it ad­ 
ded, <‘88 per cent of the prohib ition 
v iolators 
sentenced 
in 
federal 
courts are misdemeanants and not 
felons.” 
“Prohib ition 
cases 
now 
account 
for tw'o-thirds of all criminal cases 
in the federal courts,” said the as­ 
sociation, adding the total last year 
cases with the United States parti- 
w’as 56,455. 
The increase in civ il 
cipating, since 1920 was set at 347 
per cent b ut excluding prohib ition 
actions the gain w’as counted as 
only 117 per cent. 
“From ninety to ninety-fiv e per 
cent of all the criminal conv ictions 
secured in prohib ition cases are on 
pleas of guilty,” said the associa­ 
tion, “from eight to ten thousand 
pending 
prohib ition 
cases a year 
hav e b een ‘nolle pressed,’ yet in 
spite of this wholesale w'eeding out 
of inactiv e 
cases, 
pending 
cases 
still numb er b etween 18,000 and 21,- 
000. 
This b rief summary indicates 
that the w’hole process Is futile and 
costly.” 
The pamphlet presented an esti­ 
mate of the cost of “adequate pro­ 
hib ition 
enforcement” 
totalling 
$100,000,000 a year with ab olition 
of jury trials in all dry law cases 
and $350,000,000 w’ith jury hearing. 
“Apart from 
war 
time 
cases, 
b ased on the espionage act and se­ 
lectiv e draft as well as prohib it­ 
ion,” it said, <‘the increase in nor­ 
mal criminal cases from 1920-1929 
is show’n to hav e 
b een only 3.9 
per cent—less than half the rate of 
increa.se in the population of the 
United States.”

There are many flowering pla nti 
in tiie home, which hav e been de­ 
liv ered in the last few days.

It 
takes eighteen months of continual 
care, to grow a good cyclamen, and 
while we will find some of these 
cyclamen in good flower when we 
make deliv eries on Memorial Day, 
next May, others will be dead in a 
week.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 26.—Ban John­ 
son, former president of the Ameri­ 
can League has apparently won an­ 
other victory —this time against old 
man disease. 
After 13 weeks in bed, the former 
czar 
of 
baseball 
was 
considered 
“out of the woods” in his fight 
against diabetes which aggravated 
a foot infection and threatened for 
a time to result in the loss of one 
leg. 
Strong of voice and still vitally 
interested in baseball Mr. Johnson 
was host to several friends y ester­ 
day in a hospital here where he is 
convalescing. 
“I owe my life to Phil Ball,” said 
:\Ir. Johnson, to the group which 
included Mr. Ball, head of the St. 
Louis Browns. 
“He stepped in an 
took chaT-ge of my case and refus­ 
ed to permit amputation of my leg. 
At one time I my self felt that only 
a miracle could pull me through. 
But the miracle happened.” 
Mr. Johnson then unloosed some 
of his opinions on present day base­ 
ball problems, among them the live­ 
ly ball and night baseball. He said 
he had written George Reach, man­ 
ufacturer of the official baseballs 
that unless the amount of rubber in 
present bay baseballs were reduced 
the game, in 
Johnson's 
opinion 
would be seriously impaired. 
“I have satisfied my self by ex ­ 
amination of the baseballs in use,” 
he related, “that the amount of rub­ 
ber in them has been greatly in­ 
creased from that found necessary 
in other day s when scores were low, 
home runs were fewer, and there 
was 
some 
skill and 
strategy re­ 
quired to win a baseball contest.” 
Unless the rubber is reduced, he 
said, the ball “will continue to re­ 
sult in meaningless home runs and 
hurt both infield and outfield play .” 
He said he believed the reaction 
from the long hitting craze

It will never take hold of 
the major leagues and I do not be­ 
lieve it will long continue as a 
life-saver for the minor leagues.” 
Golf, he said, was one cause of 
the illness in the lower class minor 
league circles. Rich men who form­ 
erly were “angels” to the minor 
leagues have dropped baseball for 
golf and country clubs, he said.

There are a few fo o ds which may 
be serv ed in su o li great v ariety that 
they may appear in salads, desserts, 
o r entrees, bu t there is pro bably no 
fo o d which may be serv ’ed in as great 
a nu mber o f way s as the banana. 
Until 
recent y ears 
the banana, 
which is essentially a tro pical fru it, 
has been co nsidered a lu x u ry . Mo d­ 
em metho ds o f shipping, sto ring, and 
ripening hav e made it po ssible, ho w­ 
ev er, to serv e bananas at any time 
o f y ear and at a co st which places 
them within the reach o f all. The 
resu lt has been a tremtndo u s gro wth 
in po pu larity and we no w find the 
banana serv ^ed in breakfa.st co cktails, 
in co mbinatio n with o ther fru its, with 
meats at dinner, and in a v ariety o f 
baked, scallo ped, dev iled, bro iled, o r 
grilled dishes. 
Bananas are a tro pical fru it and 
sho u ld no t be kept in the refrigera­ 
to r. When ripe, they are a rich go lden 
y ello w fro m stem to tip and may be 
flecked with dark bro wn. 
At this 
stage they are delicio u s and who le­ 
so me when eaten raw, bu t if the tips 
are green the bananas sho u ld be 
co o ked befo re serv ing, o r they sho u ld 
bs allo wed to ripen.

Ho memakers u sing the fo llo wing 
banana recipes will find them delight­ 
fu l and deriv e additio nal pleasu re 
fro m the kno wledge that these dishes 
co ntain the v alu able minerals and 
v itamins which make the banana a 
su staining, who leso me fo o d.

H e advocated a plan giving the 
veteran option to turn in his certi­ 
ficate now and receive th e original 
se ttlem ent value plus four per cent 
interest, or to hold it to m aturity.]

KILL THIRTY-THREE

Thirty-three dead and m ore than 7 0 
persons injured were counted today 
as the toll of earthquakes over the 
holidays w'hich destroyed La Poma, 
small A ndean village. 
A relief expedition arrived in the 
little m ountain town C hristm as day 
after a 24-hour m arch and found the 
survivors 
of 
W ednesday’s 
quakes, 
terror-stricken by six new' trem ors, 
cam ped am ong the debris of their 
homes. 
Survivors 
said 
th a t 
the 
ea rth ­ 
quake 
which 
Saturday 
knocked 
dow'n the village houses and caused 
most of the dam age w'as accom pan­ 
ied by a sound th at com m enced like 
distant thundei 
from beneath the 
e a rth ’s surface. Its 
cressendo 
in­ 
creased until at one tim e it sound­ 
ed like the greatly amplified gallop­ 
ing of m any horses. 
As The m asonery fell and plaster 
was throw n from ceilings the inhab­ 
itants of the little village fled to 
the open fields w’here they w ander­ 
ed about until daw'n w’hen they re­ 
turned to their fallen homes. 
Two husre cracks in the e a rth ’s 
surface, 
which 
oozed 
hot 
w*ater, 
v.ere left by the quake. A num ber of 
persons were said to have fallen 
into

THE MAJOR SHEPARD CONVICTION 


Just what actuates the decisions of a 
jury at times is hard to say . 
The element of doubt as we interpret­ 
ed the evidence was much stronger than 
the evidence of guilt, in the case of Ma­ 
jor Shepard, who has been on trial for 
almost a month charged with the k illing 
of his wife so that he could marry an­ 
other woman, resulting in his conviction 
by the jury and life imprisonment fix ed 
as a just punishment. 
He should, we be­ 
lieve have been given the benefit of the 
doubt. 
We have no ex cuse to mak e for the 
indescretian of Shepard in courting the 
y oung woman as he did, but that is not 
conclusive 
evidence that he committed 
murder. 
It seems that the jury from the start 
of their deliberations were of one mind, 
that the man was guilty , the only trouble 
they had was fix ing the degree of punish­ 
ment. 
Despite the agreement of the jury not 
to talk of what transpired in the jury 
room, one man of the dismissed jury inti­ 
m ated that the m ajor’s letters and the 
evidence of his love for the Brandon girl 
greatly influenced the jury in arriving at 
the conclusion it did. 
It was p^ointed out by th^ talk i":^ juror 
that the major still had recourse to the 
higher courts. 
The army officer on returning to the 
hotel after his conviction was the recipi­ 
ent of a vast amount of sy mpathy and 
many telegraphic 
offers 
of help, and 
many check s large and small were receiv­ 
ed by the m ajor with which to continue 
his fight for freedom. 
One tel igram which affected the ma­ 
jor very much came from the hospital 
staff of the Fitzsimmons hospital at Den­ 
ver and the 110 patients there, ex press­ 
ing sy mpathy and confidence.

KEY-LOG MAN IN THE SENATE

senate 
of the United States 
there are listed 
forty -eight 
republicans 
and forty -seven democrats. 
The ninety - 
six th senator is a farmer-labor member. 
He is Henrik Shipstead. 
If he shall vote 
witli democrats, with all the senators loy al 
to party , Vice President Charles Curtis 
will break the tie— in favor of the re­ 
publicans. 
If he shall not vote in such a 
case, the republicans will win by their 
margin of one vote. 
But in questions 
wlierc a two-thirds majority is required, 
there is a deadlock . 
Should party lines 
break , the Shipstead vote will probably 
be very important. 
Senator Shipstead tells the Magazine 
of 'Wall Street that “the big objective of 
the entire world is the restoration of pros­ 
perity ” and that “it is necessary to con­ 
sider where we are and how we got 
there because the present status and past 
conditions are inex tricably bound up with 
w hat may come to pass.” 
He believes 
that in 1928 and 1929 there was a good 
deal of “profitless prosperity ,” that ‘our 
prosperity has been more or less artificial 
and of the paper-profits variety for some 
y ears.” 
Mr. Shipstead ivould favor a measure 
to equalize the distribution of the nation­ 
al income and a radical revision of the 
federal reseiwe sy stem with a view to 
preventing the use of its credit to stimu- 
late speculation.

matter what the wage may be, if an em­ 
ploy e has agreed to work for that sum of 
money , he should render just as good ser­ 
vice to his employ er as if he were receiv­ 
ing five times that amount. 
Too many people look upon their work 
in a very light manner. 
They seem to 
think that all that should be required of 
them is to put in the time, whether at 
work or not and to render as little service 
as they can possibly get by Vvdth, in order 
to receive a pay check .

ploy e may ex pect to be put out. 
Em­ 
ploy es may hold their jobs or positions 
when there is a great demand for labor 
of all k inds, but when the weeding out 
process becomes necessary , they will be 
the first ones to go.

have sold y our time to some person or 
firm, remember that y ou are honor bound 
to give them the best that there is in 
y ou, so far as application to duty is con­ 
cerned.

If people want and will 
use it so, let them them pay this 
small tax to educate the y oung in 
sobriety and temperance—two things 
badly needed but woefully absent. ” 
Another measure which Represent 
ative Elmer will propose is an old 
age pension amendment to the Mis­ 
souri constitution. 
It would provide

sions to persons over 70 who were 
incapaciated from earning a living 
and had no means of support.

would 
empty

houses and poor farms, and reduce 
insane 
asy lum

Several members of the session 
have indicated interest in a propos­ 
al for more stringent regiilitiou of 
busses and heavy truck s used on 
Missouri highway s.

mov ement 
to 
speed leg islation and to av oid an

spring was all bu t bu ried u nder the 
dissension which flared into both 
parties. 
None of the reg u lar appropriation 
bills carry ing the fu nds to meet the

Beg inning with apparent cordial­ 
ity toward the president, the mood
